Such a purchase will be 
sure to result in sorrow and disappointment, and you will blame yourself when it is too late. 
When you are offered a bushel of wheat for 25 cents, or a gold brick at the price of old iron, 
look out! There is something wrong somewhere.

ADVICE TO CORRESPONDENTS 
TERMS, CONDITIONS, ETC. 


Our patrons will confer a favor by observing, as far as possible, the following: 


1. Orders should be sent in as early as possible as we enter them for shipment in the 
order received. When sent early, before the rush begins, they are most sure of prompt atten- 
tion and there is less danger of varieties being exhausted. Order now. Do not wait until 


you are ready to plant. Your order will not be shipped until the proper time, or until you 
wish it. 


2. In Ordering please use our order sheet and write your name, address and shipping 
directions very plainly, so as to avoid the possibility of delays and mistakes. When it is 
left with us to choose mode of conveyance, we will exercise our best judgment, but in all 


cases our responsibility ends on delivery of stock in good condition to the Freight or Express 
office here 


3. Size of Orders. Orders for Express shipment must amount to $1.00 or more, and for 
freight $2.50 or more. No orders filled for an amount less than $1.00. 


4. Packing. We make no charges for packing or boxes, or for delivery on board cars 
here, excepting on freight orders of less than $5.00, for which a charge of 50 cents will be 
made to help cover cost of box. 


5. Terms: Cash with Order. Remittances should be made by Post Office or Express 
Money Order, Bank Draft or Registered Letter. Checks on local banks should have exchange 


added. 


6. Special Terms on Early Orders. Parties wishing to order early and haye stock 
reserved, can remit one-third with order and balance when ordered shipped. 


7. Guarantee of Genuineness. Everything sent out will be carefully labeled with its 
true name. Only experienced and careful help will be used in putting up orders. But with 
the utmost possible care errors may occasionally occur, and we sell our stock under a 
warranty that it is true to name and of quality represented, with the express understanding 
and agreement that should any not prove true to name, we will replace the same without 
charge or will refund the money paid for such stock, but are not liable for damages other 
than above named. 


8. Errors. Our customers are requested to notify us instantly of any error, so that we 
may at once make ample amends, as we desire to conduct our business in all respects satis- 
factorily to those who favor us with their confidence. 
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9. Freight Shipment. All stock excepting Strawberry plants can be safely sent by 
freight. Our improved methods of packing insure arrival of stock in good condition. 


10. Low Express Rates. The Express Companies now carry Trees and Plants to all parts 
of the country at a reduction of 20 per cent. from regular merchandise rates. 


11. Fumigation. When requested we fumigate all stock, although we have no San Jose 
Scale in our nurseries and never have had. 


12. Large Orders. We shall be pleased to quote prices to parties desiring stock in larger 
quantities than offered herein. When sending list state definitely the number of each variety 
and size wanted. 


18. No Agents. Remember, we employ no agents, are responsible only for orders sent 
us through the mail or delivered in person, and no one is authorized to represent us, or to 
sell stock for us other than as stated in our Club Order offer. See page 7. 


14. Substitution. Should we be out of any varieties ordered, we will substitute others of 
equal or greater value, unless otherwise instructed. If you do not wish this done, write 
plainly ‘‘No Substitution,’’ and we will then fill the order so far as we can and return the 
balance of your money. 


15. Application of Rates. At the prices quoted, customers may select 5 trees in two 
varieties, or 10 trees in four varieties at ten rates, and 50 trees in ten varieties or 100 trees 
in twenty varieties at hundred rates, but if remittance amounts to $25 and up, everything can 
be figured at lowest rate quoted in both Fruit and Ornamental Department. Long lists of 
one and two of a kind must be at single rates. 


16. The Packing Season in spring usually opens in March and continues well into May. 
In fall from October 1st into December. 


17. Our Shipping Facilities are unsurpassed, as we are on the main line of the Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna & Western R. R., and on the Dansville branch of the Erie R. R. We have 
United States and Wells Fargo Express Companies. 


18. State Inspection. Our nurseries have been thoroughly inspected and found free 
from San Jose Scale and other injurious insects and diseases. A Certificate of Inspection 
will be attached to all shipments. 


19. We guarantee all our stock to be up to size and grade specified, to be in good con- 
dition and carefully packed. This guarantee holds good only when prompt notification 
within three days of arrival of goods is sent to us, stating plainly any errors or cause for 
complaint. When no report is received by us within the time specified, it is understood 


that stock is satisfactory and accepted, and no claim for discount or replacing of stock that 
dies will be entertained. 


DISCOUNTS 


On all orders reaching us before March 1st, 1910, a discount of 10 per cent. will be given 
when accompanied by remittance for full amount. Club Orders calling for premium trees 
as per page 7 will also be entitled to discount. The discounts allowed apply to all stock 
ordered at prices quoted, except ‘‘Bargain Size.’’ Parties must mention the discounts on 
their orders themselves; we cannot look after it. If not entered, discounts will not be 
allowed and we cannot be held responsible. So please be sure to figure your discount and 
deduct same before sending in your order.
